The rise in the upper Ohio did not ma- 
terialize. No material change occurred 
at any point and the river continues 
slowly falling at all points. 

The little towboat Wm. Wormald.

able trouble.

She has in tow an immense iteel transfer 
barge for Memphis and a Government 
dredgeboat. The latter is one or the 
most complete dredging machines ever 
built Tor river work, and is entirely or 
steel. Over 978 tons or steel were em 
ployed in the construction or this dredge, 
and when it reaches its destination, 
Cairo, it will receive over 500 tons of 
machinery. It has on board a filtering 
apparatus capable of filtering over 100,- 
000 gallons of water per hour. The 
boat will be propelled by a large hy- 
draulic pump, and will be used in the 
Mississippi river between Cairo and Mem- 
phi*.
